On 6/26/72, our Minneapolis office 
contacted Dahlberg and he stated he had been instructed by his 
attorney, whom he refused to Identify, not to consent to an 
interview. On 7/6/72, Dahlberg contacted our Minneapolis office 
and consented to the interview and on 7/7/72, furnished a signed 
statement. 


Maurice Stans was interviewed twice on 7/14/72 . and 
again on 7/28/72 . and in these interviews stated he could furnish 
no information as to how Bernard L. Barker came to be in 
possession of Dahlberg's $25,000 cashier's check and four 
Mexican bank drafts. He also declined to Identify the contri- 
butor of these funds.

It is the unanimous view of Assistant Director Bates, 
his Number 1 man Richard J. Gallagher, Section Chief Charles 
Bolz and Supervisors Charles A. Nuzum and John J. Clynick, as 
well as SAC Kunkel of the Washington Field Office that ther e 
we re absolutely np limitations placed on the FBI's investi- 
cfatlon of captioned matter . It was understood by all personnel 
Involved in this investigation that it was to be a most 
thorough and exhaustive investigation with all leads receiving 
top priority and sufficient personnel assigned to assure prompt 
handling of all investigation. 

Our investigation throughout has been aimed at developing 
violations of the Interception of Communications and Conspirac y 
" Statute s . Investigation was directed^ toward identifying each 
participant in the bugging, including identification of those 
who may have recruited the subjects, financed the operation, or 
participated in any fashion. 


In this connection we were particularly interested in 
funds that may have been used to finance the Watergate incident. 
Our investigation in this regard was directed primarily at; 



(1) Determining full particulars as to a $25,000 
cashier's check made out by Kenneth Dahlberg and subsequently 
cashed by subject Bernard L. Barker. It has been determined

According to Allen, 
these represented personal funds, and were not corporate funds, 
which he desired to contribute anonymously to the Committee to 
Reelect the President.

Full particulars as to all of the foregoing were 
presented to the Federal grand jury. 

Extensive press reports following the General 
Accounting Office (GAO) investigation of reports submitted by 
the Committee to Reelect the President under the Federal 
Disclosure Act which became effective April 7, 1972, indicate 
GAO believes a number of possible violations of that Act have 
been committed. The press reported that GAO was furnishing 
details of its investigation to the Department of Justice for 
consideration as to action required. To date we have receive d 
no requests from the Department to conduct investigation o f 
matters reported bv GAO relative to tTie improper reporting b y 
the Committee to Reelect the President of the collection_an d 
disbursement of po litical contributions in acco rdance wi th the 
jiew Federal Disclosure Act . It is to be noted tnat Election Laws 
violations , such as would be involved in the foregoing , are 
investigated only at the specific request of the Department.

He filed order with Clerk of Court giving 
defendants 15 days from 9/19/72, to file 
motions; Government has 10 days thereafter to 
file answers. All motions and answers must be 
filed no later than 25 days from 9/19/72. 

(3) No trial date set at this time. Judge 
Sirica pointed out Rule 100 of Federal Rules 
of Criminal Procedure, Paragraph Ten, will 
apply; these rules deal with discussion of case 
with members of the press. 

(4) State's Attorney Richard Gerstein 
requested Assistant U.S. Attorney (AUSA) Silbert 
release copy of Kenneth Dahlberg check.

This device is sufficiently large that its presence is immediately apparent 
in an opened telephone. I, of course, have no way of knowing at what 
time subsequent to our survey this device may have been installed, or 
whether the telephone instrument in which the device was found has been 
substituted subsequent to the survey. 



It is of interest to note that whereas the three previously 
I discovered devices were all alike, the new device is unlike any of the 
j earlier ones.

There has not been any doubt on my part as to 
the scope of the investigation to be conducted in the 
captioned matter. Under the instructions of the Bureau, 
a continuing, vigorous, imaginative, absolutely thorough, 
immediate and comprehensive investigation by as many 
Special Agents as needed to develop the intercept of 
communications and conspiracy violations, the reasons 
for the activity, as well as all participants involved, 
has been conducted and directed field-wide by this office 
under my direction. All leads for other offices were 
hand 1 ed by telephone or immediate teletype, and the Bureau 
was informed of them. This case has been the subject 
matter of numerous conferences by the SAC with the super- 
visor, case agents and agents performing some of the work.

Also obtain from SAC Kunkel a comment as to 
whether there is any doubt in his mind as to the scope of the investigation to be

It appears that much of the information which has been leaked to the 
press may have come from County Prosecutor Gerstein in Florida.
